back  to  us can  you  imagen  how  loud  we  cried -4»*-ber,  and  were  rest. 

less  r«nwt- unhappy  and  hungry.  With  all  the  noise  we  made, an  old  fat  black 
pusav,  came  bv  our  home,  she  was  ail  friend  of  our  mother,  and  she  came

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Premonitions   and  Dreams,

The  year  was  1933,  I  was  then  a  young  women,  married  to  a  well 
known  Concert-Kuslclano  We  were  on  a  concert  tour  of  my  husband  in  ifigypt, 
Alexandria,  Cairo  and  Port  Said.     It  was  Just  the  time,  when  King  *uad 
had  died,  and  the  handsome  young  Prince  Farouk,  was  crowned  to  be  King* 
We  stayed  for  one  full  year  in  Egypt,  because  my  husband  was  also  teaching 
on  a  conservatory  of  liusio  in  Cairo,  I  remember  we  had  a  room  rented  with 
two  Italien  Ladles,  and  during  that  time  I  had  my  first  Premonition  in  * 
dream,  I  cannot  remember  the  exact  date,  but  we  were  in  Cairo  and  our  folks 
were  at  home,  in  Jerraany,  Berlin,  and  that  night  I  dreamed,  my  sistsr  in  lav 
was  lying  In  bed,  and  I  saw  a  big  bloody  out  across  her  throat...,  I  woks  Uj 
screaming  and  terrible  upset,   I  would  have  liked  to  phone  home,  but  at  thit 
time,  to  phone  another,  far  country  was  nearly  impossible  and  costly... 
I  wrote  a  letter  to  ray  brother,  it  took  about  a  week,  until  I  finely  got  the 
answer,  and  in  that,  my  brother  told  me,  that  my  sister  in  law,  had  been 
rushed  to  the  hospital  and  had  an  operation  on  her  throat,  to  remove  a  grogth 
which  nearly  strangled  her,  I  was  amazed  about  my  premonition  in  my  dream, 
which  had  become  true.   My  sister  in  law  is  fine  even  now  and  is  still  liTir| 
in  Oermany..  The  year  1934  we  came  back  from  -Egypt,  because  ef 

my  father  in  law,  who  had  a  big  booming  business  of  whole  sals  and  retail 
in  textile  for  men's  clothing,  and  he  wanted,  that  his  son,  my  husband, shoulj 
come  Into  the  business  with  him,  and  he  wanted  also  to  go  on  the  usual  trip 
by  car,  visiting  his  costuraers  in  the  small  towns  of  Bast-Prussia  ,  whieh  he 
did  every  6  months,  to  gather  orders.    At  that  oooasion  he  had  to  travel 
through  Polish  territory,  which  was  called, "The  Polish  Corridor"  and  which 
was  only  one  bridge  at  Direchau,  which  connected  one  part  of  Oermany  with 
another  part,  Sast  Prussia  ,  in  which  Koenigeberg,  was  one  of  the  bigger  to** 
in  which  my  husband  was  also  born. 

That  bridge,  I  am  talking  about  *•,  was  well  guarded  by  Polish  Uln 
tary,  and  every  body  and  every  car,  who  wanted  to  pass  through,  had  to  show 
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Permits  or  a  passport.    The  Poles  made  a  big  fuse  orer  that  bridge,  from 
which  you  could  buy  postcards  at  any  stationary}    but  all  this  I  learned 
only  later.        Anyhow.  It  was.  1  believe  May  19  34,  when  we  came  baok 
to  Berlin,  were  the  parents  of  my  husband  had  a  big  villa  In  the  outskirts 
and  In  which  we  aleo  got  a  lovely  apartment  to  lire  with  them,  sharing  the 
beautiful  garden,  fruittrees,  bushes  etc.      It  was  then,  when  my  father  In 
law  asked  my  husband  to  go  with  him  on  the  business  trip,  driving  the  ear, 
to  visit  all  the  costumers  in  the  small  towns  of  East-Prussia,  and  at  the 
same  time  introducing  my   husband  as  his  son  and  new  partner  of  the  business. 

I  did  not  mentioned  before,  that  my  husband,  beeides  his  music  had  a 
hobby,  hs  loved  to  take  photos  and  pictures  with  hie  Bell  &  Howell  movieca- 
mera.  he  took  plenty  of  our  vacations  and  places  we  visited,, we  naturally  had 
lovely  plotures  from  Egypt.    Well,  also  going  on  the  trip  with  my   father  ltl 
law,  he  took  his  camera  to  take  pictures  from  all  the  different  clients,  thsltl 
housee  and  the  small  towns,  they  were  living  in. 

The  men  had  gone  on  tour,  two  weeks  had  passed  already  and  they  were 
on  the  way  home.  -     During  their  absence  ,  I  slept  together  with  ray  mother 
In  law,  in  her  bedroom,  because  she  was  afraid  to  be  alone  in  the  big  house, 
inspite  of  the  personal  we  had,  to  run  the  big  house,  but  they  had  their  rooa'l 
in  the  third  floor.     I  remember,  it  was  the  night  before  ray  husband  and  his 
father  were  supposed  to  come  home;   they  had  called  the  day  befoese  ,  they 
Would  arrive  the  next  evening  for  dinner  at  8  pm..    That  same  night  I  dreamed 
X  heard  my  husband  calling  rae  and  I  was  standing  before  a  big  st*ne  wall  and 
I  knew  behind  that  wall  was  my  husband,  and  all  of  suddsn  I  felt  I  was  klobbe- 
red  from  behind  over-ray  head  with  a  bat,  my  knees  doubbled  under  me  and  than  \ 
woke  up  and  screamed,  telling  my  mother  in  law,  from  that  awful  dream  and  had 
the  premonition,  that  something  will  happen  to  our  men.   The  whole  day  I  could 
not  get  rid  of  my  fear.     The  evening  came  finely,  and  everythii^  was  pre. 
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pared  and  ready  for  their  arrival,  the  table  was  set,  the  cook  had  made  a 

special  good  dinner,  and  then  ....    %e  waited it  wa.  8pm  ..  we  waited. 

it  was  9  o'clock we  waited we  were  gettiag  more  and  more  serveous , 

■obody  had  eaten  yetj   the  clock  was  striking  10  pm. . .  they  still  had  not  corns  .| 

it  was  already  10* I  started  to  cry  in  fear,  thinking  of  my  dream... 

maybe  they  had  an  accident and  finely  at  11pm.  the  phone  rang;   It  was  my 

father  in  law,  telling  us,  they  were  arrested  at  the  Polish  corridor,  add  they 
hold  my  husband  for  suspicion  of  being  a  spy  .  Tney  freed  my  father  in  law,  but 
he  had  to  leave  the  car  in  Dirschau,  because  only  my  husband  could  drive,  so 
he  would  come  by  train.  Late  at  the  same  night  we  met  my  father  in  lew  at  the 
station  and  then  he  told  us,  that,  when  they  wanted  to  cross  the  brifke  they 
had  to  giTe  the  passports  to  the  Polish  Police  for  inspection,  and  when  my 
father  in  law,  was  clearing  the  passports,  my  husband  took  out  his  moTie  earner*] 
and  took  some  pictures  from  the  bridge,  as  njrs  father  told  him, to  take  some 
Tiews,  from  the  last  leg  of  their  entire  trip.  It  was  a  lovsly,  sunny  day  and 
also  to  finish  up  the  film  in  his  camera,  my  husband  took  the  pictures,  all  of 
a  sudden,  two  heavy  armed  Polish  soldiers   carae  over  the  bridge  towarde  him  aacj 
arrested  together  with  his  father.  The  officere  examened  my  husbands  passport 
and  noticed,  that  he  recently  had  come  back  from  Egypt,  his  passport  had  alio 
stamped  other  countries  in,  like  Norway,  Austria,  Canary  Islands  sto.  All  tripel 
we  have  made  together  as  Plaisure  trips,  by  ship.   All  this  seemed  to  be  enoug> 
sTidence  to  the  Polish  people,  to  suspect  him  as  a/  spy.   Hsarlng  all  this 
from  ray  rather  in  law,  I  told  mother  that  I  had  my  terrible  dreams  realy  oome 
true  and  we  all  were  terrified  for  the  future  of  my  husband.  Before  leering 
Dirschau.  my  father  in  law  had  taken  a  laywer,  and  in  the  first  months,  already! 
my  husband  was  taken  before  a  trial,  but  everything  was  spoken  only  in  Polish, 
my  husband  did  not  understand  a  word  and  no  interpreter  was  there.  From  that 
laywer  we  got  a  short  telegram,  that  my  hueband  was  condemned  to  3  years  in 
prleon.  Reading  this  I  cried  out  and  my  knees  doubled  under  me,  and  the  follow! 
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Following  months,  it  was  a  terriblo  time  for  all  of  us.  Our  father  took  two 
mora  lawyers,  to  fight  for  ny  husband  and  to  proof ,  that  his  son  was  only 
a  musician  and  teacher  at  the  conservatory  in  Cairo, wtaere  we  stayed  for  one 
yea*.  la  the  second  months  of  imprisoment  of  my  husband,  I  had  another  dream, 
I  saw  him  on  a  wide  field,  which  was  fenced  in  and  I  saw  a  white  lion,  cha- 
sing him,  I  was  standing  in  a  door  holding  it  open  for  him  that  the  lion  woul 
not  get  him.  My  husband  was  running  towards  me  and  was  only  two  steps  away 
from  me,  when  the  lion  caught  up  with  him, and  put  his  big  paws  an  his  shoul- 
ders, I  saw  the  white  and  frightened  face  of  my  p>or  man I  oried  out  and 

all  of  a  sudden  I  turned  arround  and  looked  behind  me, and  saw  and  heard  love- 
ly orohestermusio  been  played  .   That  dream  I  told  to  my  aunt  the  next  day, 
who  was  also  living  with  us  in  the  big  house,  and  she  assured  me.  that  I   had 

a  meaningful  good  dream The  Poles  have  as  their  emblen  a  white  condor, 

the  lion  means  power. ,«  and  the  white  lion  means  Polish  power. ••  and  the  or- 
ohester  I  heard  playing,  means,  that  something  good  through  musio  will  help 
my  husband*          I  went  to  the  Polish  consulate  and  pleededwith  them, but 
nobody  could  visit  or  see  my  husband  all  that  time,  only  one  uncle  of  him, 
who  lived  In  Danzig  nearby,  could  visit  him  once  a  week.   I  only  could  write 
to  my  husband  and  that  I  did  daily,  to  assure  him  of  my  love,  my  thoughts, 
and  that  we  all.  togehter  with  the  lawyers,  try  everything  to  help  him* 
I  cannot  tall  you  how  many  sleepless  nights  andamxletiea  we  all  went  through 
but  I  still  remember  one  night,  when  1  woke  up  with  a  terrible  premonition, 
I  felt  and  saw  my  husband  so  desperate,  that  he  wanted  to  take  his  life, han- 
ging himself  with  his  belt I  cried  out  loud....   don't  do  it,  don't  do 

it...,  I  was  screaming  in  the  middle  of  the  night,  seeing  him  in  my  mind 

I  oried  and  begged  I  donft  know  how  long I  only  know,  that  the  next  mor 

ming,   ray  face, my  eyes  and  lips  were  swollen  and  I  could  hardly  talk. 

I  wrote  at  once  to  him,  asking  about  my  feelings  and  if  he  realy  had  that  kin 

of  thoughts,  his  answer  came  very  prompt,  also  telling  rae,  that  he  had  heard

my  screaming  and  begging,  not  to  do  It That  time,  vo  were  married 

only  five  yearn,  and  our  love  to  each  othai ,  was  very  deep,  and  that  kind 
coomual Nation  was  real  telepathy  I  believe. 

Meanwhile,  something  wonderful  was  ha;>periirg,  the  two   lawyers  dig- 
ged out  every  possibility  to  clear  my  husband,  and  they  found  cut,  that  the 
director  of  the  conservatory  in  Cairo,  was  also  Polish,  and  he  was  going  to 
visit  his  parents  in  Poland  the  same  year,  and  of  course,  when  he  heard  in 
what  trouble  his  former  teacher  and  friend  was  in,  he  came  right  away  to 
give  testimony  to  olear  ny  husband  from  any  suspicion*,   Another,  new  trial 
was  set,  but  this  time  in  Warshaw,  everything  was  cleared  and  thrown  out  of 
court  and  my  husband,  was  iramediatly  released.     3ut  who  can  forget,  that 
he  was  la  Prison  innocent  for  three  terrible  long  months,  the  suffering  to 
him  and  the  whole  family  ,  and  the  enormeous  costs  with  the  lawyers.,   But 
we  all  wars  glad  to  have  him  home  with  us  again  o 

I|y  premonitions  in  my  dreams  oame  all  true.
